Had we entertained any donbtas' to the 
Talue of our whale fishery, it would have 
beea dispelled by tlio departure of the 
Bmma, for the scone of the future exciting 
occupation of her daring and able com- 
maoder Capt. Roys. It is really very 
amnaiug to listen to the grave argunaents 
ad»ancod by people who know nothing 
at all about the subject, yol who pretoud 
to gi»e opinions directly opposed to tljo 
facts we have in evidence. The whole of 
this coast is perfectly familiar to all in- 
terested in whule Gshing ; not only has 
efery bay and inlet been explored, but 
the haunts of these monsters of the deep 
are well known; and possible proGt on nn 
adventure in their pursuit baa been ciiro- 
fnlly calculated. Hence, to those im- 
mediately concerned, there is no doubt 
whatever, and to those hanging bault to 
learn the success of dipt. Roys' expedi- 
tion, there will bo speedy conviut'on_ 
Everyone familiar with Ihocoast from C!al- 
ifcrnia northwards is awarn that the adja- 
cent seas are thronged by vast ni-.mbora of 
ipermuceli whales, and also by the sea 
k elephants (a sort of cross between the 
walrus and seal) which yiold a largo 
quantity of oil. The various old fishing 
grounds for the common whale are well 
nigh exhausted, and consequently the 
two oil producers above mentioned nrc 
tbe bnly' ones that offer any certainty of 
remanerative parsait. Even this, how- 
efer, requires great economj of time and 
expegdiiu're to.reoder profitable to those 
engaged' in' it, so that it has become 
alfflost:^ a matter of necessitj to make 
Tictoria the centre of fntnre enterprises 
of ib^ kindi from a nnmber „of reasons 
wbut'wni, be readily onderstood from 
which we are aboat to state. The ren- 
defous heretofore resorted to by the 
vessels employed in fishing on tbe PaclQc 
Coast, has b6en the Sandwioh Island^, 
but they labor under a nomber of disad 
Tantages at that out'of-tbenway locality. 
In the first place a voyage averages six 
*> months as the time these whaling vessels 
are absent from port, and thoy require to 
takorwith tbem tbe proper snpplios of 
frod for'tbat length of time, inolusivo 
y^ol a large quantity of potatoes and 
,' other vegetables. This entails a very 
heavy expense when purchasi-d at the 
.^Sandwioh Islands, as all the required 
' articles are very high in prioe, partic- 
ularly vegetables, and the cost of abip 
! atorea freqaenlly make the difTor- 
«Bee" botwaan profit and loss on iho 
♦•Iventaro. Then the requisite oaslcR 
^required to bo purchasod at San Frann 
eiico or Boston, whore they cost from 
7 to 8 cents per gallon, boini? msdn 
entirely from oak, the only kind of 
timber that could be u'^cd in the mann 
^ulooiure at those places. Thoy woro 

'then carried in the form of sbooks 

that is, the slaves a'ld beads were 
mado into a bundle — with a viow to 
•towace in the phips that carried them 
ito UoDOlaia. There they have to b • 
'made opj and skilled labor is occa''ion~ 
ally very expensive. As only a cer- 
tain nomber ot the pronor clus^ of 
•bip* were retaired in fishing, ihoy 
firetarned to Honolaln, where they diss 
^charged tbeii- oil, r<-fitted, and again 
; relorned to the Mshing station. The 
oil remained at the Sandwich IslnndH 
until ihe agen's at that, place could 
ccmmunicaie will) iho hoosea in Llio 
United States to wh'ch the vessels be- 
longed ; these parties obartered ship-i 
, and aent tbem oat to bring home the 
oil, then lying ro'idy for 8hi|)ment ; 
or the Hg-^nt at Honolulu charlored 
i some Home chance tibip Co inko it to itx 
declination, snob obanco ships u^uullv 
getlirg the li. n'« share of the profi' 
ion tbe adrenturo in the shape of 
'freight. Uow all theso sources of out~ 
»^lay, sometimes productive of heiivy loss, 
* -will bo'avoidod by makini/ Vioioria the 
rendezvous — as, for inH'anco, tho 
WbipH can fit out an cbeap'y as if thoy 
wert-athome; ihey can alHO gi t any 
jrepairn or al'eriitions made at a reason- 
^ able price Thoy are always sure of a 
eoppiy of vej^eiablcs tor any length of 
voyugo ut oiie>'thiid the cost of tho 
■same articlen at Uunolulu, Our Don^;- 
jlaa pine is ionod to answer for oil 
^Oapkn equally well with ouk, lionci' 
^tbeir casks, in nil respi C's siicb as thoy 
require, can bo funiishod to them hero 
for l0(-B than halt iho price of llio:-o 
obtained in San Fraricinoo. 1'lioy will 
bring tboir cargoes horo and in a fiuv 
houTB can commnnicate w th any part 
of tho.Unr.ed States by telegraph and 
secure tho requisite tunnugu whero it 
can be had al tJio lowest rate, and so 
reducitig to the rainimnm, the ox|)onRes 
attendant upon tho enterprise. Tne 
advantages of Vioioria over tho old 
treD^eBvoua at HonolalQi are unqaus- 
/tionable; but we ooniond they are a^so 
superior fir tho piirpohos required, to 
San Francisco. (Wo need huidly Bay 
that wo bavo been io^ king only at 
American advcnturors, tho bencliis to 
I our own ships boing undoubted). The 
port of Esquimau, fur 'oane of uitaiu- 
moot, anchorage and shelior, is not 
eqaalled on tho Pacific, and ovory~ 
thing cijnnected with tho outfit of a vessel 
'{ can he had cheaper, and wo had almost suid 
belter, than it could bo oblained al the 
i Buy City. The posiliou is also better, us 
being so much nearer to the fishing si - 
tion, so that by coming hero they save 
both time and'moneyj Jlnd whatever their 
i predilictions may 'be ' for San ' Francisco, 



the great saving will always carry the 
argument. It is quite unnecessary, we 
hope, to urge our citizens to leave no 
store unturuudjiu attracting and fustoring 
the trade ; the^adviantages of this pliieo 
over all others are so manifold that wo 
have only to slioiv ourselves prepared to 
receive and accommodate our visitors to 
secure them ; and to ayoid by all moans 
any ill-advised rcstrlciibiis iu the shape of 
(Justora Uouso ronnalities, or an over- 
anxiety to gut rich Ico fast, and the 
consequfcnt desire to ask loo much for 
our wares. Whit wo have to do is to 
soli a good article at as low a rate as 
possible, and wo ticed have no fear of 
Cudiug enstomers. 

One of those glaring instances of ueg» 
lect on the part of tbe authorities has 
been broogbt to our notice by the settlors 
at Sookej viz: the impassable state of 
what walr^intended to be a road four or 
five years ago. Three years ago the 
bridges were carried away by a freshet 
and have never been replaced, the eonse' 
queoce is, that in bad weather the only 
way by which communication can be had 
with that improving diatriot is by boat 
round a much exposed and dangerous 
coast, in stormy weather. Our authorities 
s'luuld remember that the people of Sooke 
are rapidly rising into importance as 
slii|ibaildur8, sawmill owners, lumberers, 
&c., that there are a number of well 
cultivated farms in the vicinity, and with- 
in a circle of 1.3 miles around the city it 
is tho most important settlement ; the 
people nro always preparjd to pay their 
taxes, and are lar^'o consumers of dutiable 
goods. Why, then, are Ihey treated as if 
they did not belong to us, bat wore some 
alien settlement with which we had 
nothing in ccmnion ? An honorable 
inenil)ef raado a pathetic appeal on be 
half Of tho Sooke peo[)lo and pointed oni 
tlie folly of carrying the road over ilio 
line at present existing, by »hich a 
ridge of precipitous rocks has to be 
traversed, when an easy road coald be 
made round the bnse at a very small ex- 
pense. There is some litlle txcnso for 
the Government in the fad thai until 
ilie Uoiid liill WHS pas3-;d the power to 
nial;o iini)roTemeut8 rested with the lloud 
Gomiui.-sionerj:. That has very properly 
been changed, and wo trust that the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
will at once proeor;(i to make this rojd in 
a proper muunur, and bril^ us once 
more into communication with our fellow 
colonists.
